5 1 he Method of the Election is as follows: Two Scrutineers are to 
be nominated and choſe by the * of Hands preſent, before 
the Ballot (hall begin; which is to be at Eleven o' Clock in the Fore- 
noon, and to continue till Two in the Afternoon, at which Time the 
Ballot ſhall be cloſed. 

When any Governor offers to vote, his Name is to be marked in 
a Liſt of Governors by the Secretary ; and he is to deliver the Liſt of 
the Names of the Perſons he bates the to the Perſon who preſides, who 
ſhall immediately put it into a proper Glaſs. 

The Preſident, fix Vice-preſidents, and the Treaſurer are to be 
firſt choſe; and they are to be Part of the General Committee. 

When they are choſe, forty-two other of the Governors are to be 
elefied, who together with them are to be the General Committee for 
managing and tranſating the A fairs of the Hoſpital the Year enſuing, 
and till others ſhall be choſe in their Room. 

In the Election every Liſt containing the Names of more than twen- 
ty-eight Perſons, which were of the forty-two who were ſo elected 
the preceding Year, ſhall be totally rejected. 

All Diſputes, concerning the Election of this Committee, ſhall be 
dete mined by the Majority of the Governors preſent. 

When the General Committee is clioſen, a Secretary is alſo to be 
choſen by Ballct. 

At the ſame Court, the Report of the Special Committee, appoint- 
ed at the preceding Quarterly Meeting to audit and adjuſt the Ac- 
counts of the Treaſurer, Officers, and Servants to the Lach- * 
ceding, is to be received; and, if then approved, is to he ſigned by 
fourteen Governors, and may be ordered to be printed. 

T he Quarterly Courts are to be held on the firſt Wedne/day after La- 
dy- Day, "iidſummer, Michaclmas, and Chriſimas-Days. 

At theſe Courts and no other, Leaſes may be executed, and By- 
Laws made; which By-Laws are not binding till confirmed by ſome 
ſubſequent Court. 

At the Quarterly Court next after Lady- day, a Committee, conſiſt- 
ing of ſeven Governors who are not of the General Committee, are 
to be appointed, for auditing the Accounts of this Corporation, ac- 
cording to the By-law for that Purpoſe. 

At any of theſe General Meetings Governors and Guardians may 
be elected, who have been Benefactors, or who have been nomina- 


ted at any preceding Meeting. 


Extraordinary Courts are to be called by the Preſident at the Re- 
queſt of the General Committee, ſigned by their Secretary, or of any 
ſeven — ſigned by them, according to the By- law for that 
Purpoſe. | 


$ 2. General Committee. 


The General Committee, or any Seven or more of them, have 


Power to manage and tranſact the Affairs of this Corporation, but for 


a readier Diſpatch of Baſineſs may appoint Sub- Committees, giving 
them ſuch Power as they think proper. 

la the General Committee all Queſtions are to be determined by 
the Majority, and that by Ballot, when demanded. T 
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that the Children are properly inſpected, till they are 
charged from the Hoſpital.

The Chairman has a Double or Caſting Vote, when the Votes are 
equal. This Committee elects the infertor Officers and Servants, 
and removes them, when they misbehave, and makes all Contracts 
and Agreements, which they are to have regiſtered in a Book. 

They appoint the Times for the Reception of Children and the 
Number to be received; they chuſe the Inſpectors, and order the 
Diſpoſition of the Children from the Time of their I to that 
of their Diſcharge, giving proper Directions to the Inſpectors, and 
regulating the Agreements with Nurſes, Maſters, and Miſtreſſes, or

This Committee takes Care that the Cloathing of the Hoſpital be 
provided of the Manufacture of Great-Britain, or Ireland; that Pat- 


derns of each Sort be kept by the Steward, that the Goods be not 
paid for before they have been viewed by him, and the Bills of Par- 


cels are ſigned by him. 


This Committee is to take Care that the Books of the Hoſpital be 


l regularly kept. 


That Debts and Legacies be recovered, when due; and for that 
Purpoſe are to cauſe all Legacies to be entered. in a Book and to have 
a Memorandum of all Debts, Gifts, and Legacies unpaid laid on the 


Table by the Secretary at every Meeting. 
Ne to ſee that all Demands on the Corporation are regularly 
diſcharged; and for that Purpoſe are to impreſs to the Treaſurer 


what Money he ſhall have Occaſion for by Draughts on the Bank of

And they are to pay all Demands by Draughts on the Treaſurer, 
ſuch Draughts being ſigned by three of the General Committee, and 
entered in a Book for that Purpoſe, which is alſo to be ſigned by the 
ſame three Governors, and by the Perſon to whom the Draught is 
made payable.

A Committee for ma- 
naging the Houſe called the Houſe Committee, and a Committee of 
Accounts (beſides that named by the General Court for auditing the 
Annual Accounts) the ſame Perſons may conſtitute theſe Committees, 
or all the Members of the General Committee may have Voices ; but 
it is neceſſary that a Few be impowered to act, and that proper

They are to ſee that the Books and Papers of the Hoſpital be regu- 
larly kept in the Places appointed for them, and that Entries be regu- 
larly made. 

They are to deliver to the Treaſurer the Money found in the Cha- 
_— entering the ſame in the Book for that Purpoſe, and figning 
the Bcok. 

They are to inſpect every Thing belonging to the Houſe, as Occa- 
fion ſhall require; to keep a Minute- Book of their Orders and Obſer- 
vations, and make Reports to the General Committee from Time to 
Time, as Occaſion ſhall require. 


C-mmittee The Committee of Accounts ought to meet once a Month, to au- 


et Acceunts, dit the Accounts of the Steward and Inſpectors, to ſee Vouchers, to 


examine Tradeſmen's Bills, and to make a Liſt of them, and deliver 
it to the General Committee, that an Order may be made for their 
Payment.

He is to have what Money he wants for the Uſe of the Corporation 
impreſſed to him by Draughts on the Bank, and is to pay thereout 
ſuch Draughts as are made on him by the General Committee, in the 
Manner before mentioned.

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They are diligently to attend their reſpective Buſineſs, and not in- 
terrupt or interfere with that of the other Servants. 1 
They are to avoid all Contention with their Fellow - Servants, and 
to behave with due Reſpect to thoſe placed over them; if they find 
themſelves ill treated or injured, they are to complain to the Commir- 
tee, but not to particular Governors. | 

They are not to be waſteful of the Proviſion of the Hoſpital, nor of 
any Thing committed to their Charge. 

They are not to game, or drink Spirituous Liquors, or have any 
ſuch in their Cuſtody, nor to aſk or take any Fee or Reward on any 
Pretence whatſoever, but only what is allowed them by the Commit- 
tee, under Pain of being immediately diſcharged. | 

When they are fick, they are to be taken Care of in the Infirmary, 
or otherwiſe, as the Committee ſhall direct. 

Every Perſon, applying to be a Servant in the Hoſpital, is to be 
acquainted that Servants are only to be paid Wages to the reſpective 
Days of their Diſcharge, that they may be diſcharged without any 
previous Notice, — are not to have any Certificate or written 
Character, when diſcharged.

He is to confine himſelf entirely to the Buſineſs of the Hoſpital, 
and never to be ablent from it without Leave of the General Commit- 
tee, Preſident, Vice preſident, or Treaſurer, or two of the Governors, 
who attended at the laft Meeting. 

He is to prepare the proper Tickets and Billets for the Reception 
of Children, and to be preſcnt & it; and to take down the particular 
Marks and Circuniſtances à tending the Reception of each Child, ac- 
cording to the Directions herein after contained. 

To make the ſeveral Entries, keep the Checques, Regiſters, and o- 
ther Books committed to his Charge, and particularly the Subſcription 
Books belonging to the Hoſpital ; and to receive the Annual Subicrip- 
tions as they become due, and pay the ſame half-yearly to the Trea- 
ſurer. 

To have the immediate Government of the Men- Servants belong - 
ing to the Hoſpital, to have the Care of providing Utenfils, Provi- 
tons, and other Neceſſaries according to the Directions of the Ge- 
neral Committee, or other Committee inted tor ſuch Purpoſe.

$ 4. Of the Nurſes. 


The Nurſes, to remain in the Hoſpital, are only dry Nurſes ; Ex- 
perience having ſhewn, that it is expenſive, and dangerous, to keep 
100 Children in the Hoſpital ſo young, as to require wet Nurſes. 
0 No Nurſe ought to be taken into the Hoſpital, who has any 
Ih! | Child of her own, or who is above the Age of forty Years, or has 
i not had the Small Pox.

F or the Care of the Sick, an Infirmary is prepared, and a Phy- E. 
fician, Surgeon, Apothecary, and Nurſes, appointed. i 1

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The Infirmary is a Ward, ſeparate from the other Parts of the 


Hoſpital ; in it are kept Neceſſaries for the ſick Children, and Me- 
dicines, which are prepared by the Apothecary, according to a D;/- 
penſatory made for that Purpoſe, by Dr. Mead, and approved of by 
other learned Phyſicians. Such of theſe Medicines, as are put under 
the Care of the Matron, may be adminiſtered, by her Order, but no 
other. 

The Apothecary and Surgeon are to viſit the Hoſpital every Day, 
the Phyſician Weekly, or oftener, if there be Occaſion. 


The Apothecary is to ſend no Medicines into the Hoſpital, but 


ſuch as are contained in the Diſpenſatory, or are ordered by the Phy- 
ſician to the Hoſpital. 
The Apothecary is to enter in a Book all Medicines given to 


each Child in the Infirmary, and the Occaſion thereof. On the - 


Death of any Child, if it be thought neceſſary by the Phyſician, Sur- 
geon, or Apothecary, it may be opened; and, in ſuch Caſe, the 
Obſervations, ariſing thereon, are to be entered in the ſame Book 
by the Apothecary. | 

The Apothecary has a Salary. 

The Phyſician and Surgeon charitably attend. 


The Nurſes, in the Infirmary, are to have twenty Shillings a Year | 


more Wages, than other Nurſes. 

Nurſes are to give to the Children the Medicines delivered to 
them by the Matron, or Apothecary, and no other, on Pain of be- 
ing immediately diſcharged. 


CHAP. III. 
Of the Management of the Children. 


$1. I bat is tobe done previous to the Reception. 


HILST the Circumſtances of the Hoſpital are ſuch, as 
only to admit a limited Number of Children, the Times of 
Reception, and the Number of Children, of each Sex, to be taken 
in, are to be ſettled by the General Committee. 
Friday is the moſt proper Day for Reception, that the Children, 
being numbered on Saturaay, may be baptized on Sunday, and ſent 
into the Country on the Monday after. 


The Committee is alſo to order the Secretary, to write Letters to 


the Inſpectors, in ſuch Places as they appoint, for the Nurſing of 
the Children to be taken in, to ſend a ſufficient Number of wet 
Nurſes to the Hoſpital, who are to be there the Night before the 
Day appointed for the Reception of the Children. | 

The Secretary is alſo to advertiſe publickly, three Days ſucceſ- 
ſively before the Day of Reception, the Day and Hours appointed 
for that Purpoſe.

Alſo to give Notice to the Steward, to provide the proper Marks 
to put on the Children, and Billets, to contain the particular De- 
ſcriptions of the Children to be taken in.

At the Time Some of the Governors are deſired always to be preſent at the

The Door of the Hoſpital is to be opened, by the Porter, to e- 
very Perſon who brings a Child ; bat the Porter is not to ſuffer any 
Perſon to bring two Children, or to come in without a Child, ex- 
cept the Governors, or ſuch as they give Orders to be admitted. 

The Perſons, who bring Children, are to be carried into a large 
Room, and ordered to ſeat themſelves on Benches ; thoſe who bring 
Boys at one End of the Room, and thoſe who bring Girls at the 
other, and not to leave their Places, till called, on Pain of being 
turned out of the Hoſpital. Two Servants of the Hoſpital are to at- 
tend, and ſee this Order obeyed. LT ; 

When the Hours of Admittance are expired, the Doors of the 
Hoſpital are to be ſhut, and no Perſon admitted to bring a Child af- 
ter that Time. 

Two of the Governors are to count the Number of Perſons who 
have Children, and how many have Boys, and how many Girls ; 
and are to put into one Bag ſo many white Balls, as there are Boys 
to be admitted, and, into another Bag, ſo many white Balls, as 
there are Girls to be admitted. 

To every twenty white Balls, they are to add five red Balls, and 
proportionably, for any greater or lefſer Number. 

They are then to add ſo many black Balls, as, together with the 
white and red ones, ſhall make the Number of the Balls, in each 
Bag, * to the Number of Perſons, who ſhall have brought Boys 
or Girls. | | 

Theſe Balls being mixed together, ane of the Governors is to hold 
the Bag, ſo as it ſhall be impoſſible for the Perſon, who ſhall draw 
a Ball out of it, to ſee into it. 

He is to call the Perſons, one by one, from their Seats, to draw 
each a Ball. - 

Each Perſon, who ſhall draw a black Ball, ſnall be — the Mei- 
ſenger, with their Children, immediately out of the Houſe. 

Each Perſon, who ſhall draw a white or red Ball, ſhall be ordered 
into another Room, or Rooms, and the red kept ſeparate from the

any Perſons without Doors, to any Perſons who bring Children, either 
coming to or returning from the Hoſpital ; and is to ſeize any Per- 
ſons ſo offending, and carry them before a Juſtice of the Peace, that 
they may be puniſhed, according to the Act of Parliament, made 
for Conkrming the Charter of this Corporation. 


Of the Numbering the Children, and Making up the 
Billets. 


The Day after the Reception of the Children, the Number of 
each Child is to be affi ved to it; which is to be done, by tying a 
Piece of ſilk Lace round its Neck, and drawing the Ends of the Lace 
through a Hole, made in a Piece of Pewter, which is to be preſſed 
together by an Engine ; which 1s contrived fo, as to imprint a Num- 
ber on one Side of the Pewter, and the Mark of the Hoſpital on the 
other. 

The Numbers of the Children are to follow one another, in a 
perpetual Succeſſion ; but the Children are not to be numbered, ac- 
cording to the Order of their Reception, leſt they ſhould be diſco. 
vered by their Number. | 

Great Care is to be taken, that the Number always remains fixed 
to the Child, during its Continuance in the Hoſpital. 

As ſoon as a Child has the Number affixed, its Letter is to be 
taken off by a Governor, who privately writes down the Number 
and Letter ; and, when all the Children are numbered, he is to ex- 
amine the Billets, by comparing thoſe taken by the Steward and A- 
pothecary, and to make ſuch Additions, as he finds neceſſary. 

He is to fold them up in the ſame Manner with thoſe already 
kept in the Hoſpital, and to incloſe, in each of them, ſach Paper, 
or remarkable Thing, as was brought with the Child, to whom 1t 
reſpectively belongs: He is to ſeal them up with the ſmall Seal of 
the Hoſpital, and, on the Back of each Billet, to write the Num- 
ber of the Child to whom it belongs; and, after the Number, is to 
add the Letter M, if the Child is male, and the Letter F, if fe- 
male.

The Nurſe of the Wards is to have the Care of their 
Cloathing, to ſee they keep themſclves cleanly, and to teach 
them to read at the Times to be appointed for that Purpoſe ; to ſee 
they riſe at Five o' Clock in Summer, and Seven in the Winter, 
and that they are out of the Ward, in a Quarter of an Hcur after 
theſe Times. In an Hour after the Time of Riſing, the Nurſes

At Half an Hour after Five in Summer, and Half an Hour

As it will be impoſhble for the Hoſpital in Town to contain 


the great Number of Children, which will be under its Care, if A 


properly encouraged ; and, as the Keeping of Children near Town 
will be much more expenſive, than at a Diſtance from it, it will 
be extremely proper to ſend out little Colonies of them ; the Boys 
to be employed, and educated, in the Manner before mentioned, 
under proper Maſters, at or near Yarmouth, Lynn, Liverpool, 
Hull, &c. And the Girls to Mancheſter, Nottingham, Braintree, 
Devizes, &c. By which Means, the good Effects of the Charity 
will be more viſible, the Money collected for their Support more 
diffuſed, and Mafters and Miſtreſſes will be more eaſily and readily 
ſupplied with Children, than they would be, if they were to 
ſend to London. 


$ 7. Of the Diſcharge of the Children from the Hoſpital,
